I  don't  know  but  I  guess  we  are 
good  cooks.   Finally  Mr.  Nash 
said  that  we  v/ere  working  too 
j  hard  and  if  our  class  needed 
monuy  at  any  time  "the  Trustees 
were  more  than  willing  to  give 
us  plenty.   Of  course  we  refused 
for  we  wouldn't  do  anything  like 
that.   And  also  we  got  joy  out 
of  working.   Very  v/onderful,  in- 
deed. 

Then  comes  our  Junior  Prom.

The   students   have    this   year 
appreciated    the    value    of    the 
French  language,    and    have    also 
learned    to   feel    the   need    of 
such  natures   as    the  French  peo- 
ple  offer    to    this  v/orld.      One 
cannot    judge    from  appearances, 
but   from  ac.<tual   investigation. 

Probably    the   gre~.test  out- 
standing   charactaristic    in    the 
Frenchmari  noticable    to    the 
foreigner   is   his   sociability. 
He   likes    to  meet  people,    to 
converse  with    them  and    to   act 
as   pleasing    as   he    is   a,ble. 
Especially    does   he   practice 
politeness.      To    charactarize 
an   impolite   person,    the  French- 
man says   "He    lacks    education" 
yet  ho   holds    that  politeness 
comes   from   the   heart. 

As    the  Frenchman   is    the 
■polite  man,    so   his    Language    is 
the   polite   language.      It  6har- 
actarizos    the   finished,    the 
cultured,    and    is   spoken  now   as 
it  has   boon   for   centuries,    in 
the   best  society. 

It   is    true    that    the  French- 
man has    a  happy   disposition. 
However,    a  smile    on    the   lips    of 
a  Frenchmaji   does   not   alv/ays 
prove    that   he    is   really  ga,y. 
This    is   his  v.'ay  of   hiding 
difficulties,    and    he   believes 
it    to   be   'the   evidence    of  good 
education. 

The   French  are   aj:i   intel- 
ligent pooplo.      They  possess 


minds    that  grasp    quickly,    cond 
are    a  people  who   are    deep    think- 
ers.     Thoy   like    to   reason   things 
'out    for    themselves,    and    since 
they   are   prone    to   have    things    to 
their   ov;n   liking,     they   are    very 
individualistic.      Kot   only   aJi 
eloquent  people,    but   a  logic':^l 
people,    they   ha.ve   been  able    to 
produce   men  who   could    stand  up 
with  ease    against   other  geniuses 
of    time.      France   has  produced 
geniuses    in  evory  lino;    in  arts, 
letters,    philosophy,    literature, 
w ar   and    politics. 

There    is    something   higher, 
according    to   her    thought,    than 
just   plain   living.      Ther^    is 
too  much  beauty   in   life    to    b-^ 
found    and   enjoyed    to   waste    time 
on   the   gross   feelings;    and 
Fr^jice   has   beautified    herself 
^jid    beautified    the    rest   of    the 
world    in  seeking   for   th-^t  which 
is  v;orth  while .
